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The  University  Dormitories  are  at  the  western  end  of  the 
grounds  and  within  a  few  minutes  walk  of  all  departments  of  the 
University.  The  entrance  to  them,  through  the  Memorial  Tower 
erected  to  commemorate  the  services  of  University  of  Pennsylvania 
men  in  the  war  with  Spain,  leads  into  the  Triangle,  a  broad,  open 
court  with  smooth  lawns  and  stone-paved  walks.  To  the  south 
and  west  lie  the  University  Botanical  Garden  and  “Hamilton 
Walk,”  which  many  of  the  rooms  overlook. 

The  Triangle  is  completely  enclosed  by  the  Dormitory 
houses,  which  open  upon  it  or  upon  the  Tittle  Quad  beyond.  This 
protects  the  entrance  to  the  staircases  against  the  intrusion  of 
outsiders,  and  gives  the  Dormitory  rooms  that  air  of  quiet  and 
privacy  which  is  one  of  their  charms  Although  so  near  the  city 
streets,  the  Dormitory  residents  thus  form  a  little  student  com¬ 
munity,  secluded,  yet  free  to  come  and  go  without  restraint  at  all 
hours,  and  largely  self-governing. 


DORMITORY  CONVENIENCES 


The  rooms  are  arranged  on  the  “separate  staircase  ”  system, 
and  the  occupants  are  thus  divided  into  small  groups  of  from  eight 
to  forty  students.  On  each  staircase,  and  (with  a  few  exceptions) 
on  every  floor,  is  a  lavatory,  with  hot  and  cold  shower  baths.  The 
plumbing  is  all  of  the  best  type,  and  is  inspected  and  cared  for 
constantly. 

All  of  the  suites  and  most  of  the  other  rooms  have  fire  places. 
A  room  with  a  bay  window  has  usually  a  window  seat  also.  The 
rooms,  halls  and  lavatories  are  supplied  with  electric  light  and 
are  heated  by  steam.

CLASSES  OF  ROOMS 

There  are  four  classes  of  rooms  in  the  Dormitories,  viz.,  single 
rooms,  single  suites  (study  and  one  bedroom),  double  rooms  (large 
apartment  furnished  for  two  students),  and  double  suites  (study 
and  two  bedrooms).  Single  rooms  vary  in  size  from  about  9  x  12 
feet  to  14  x  23  feet ;  and  in  price  from  $50  to  $125.  Double  rooms 
vary  from  about  12x17  feet  to  18  x  23  feet  in  size,  and  prices  are 
from  $100  to  $175.  The  studies  of  the  suites  vary  from  12  x  14 
feet  to  about  14  x  19  feet,  and  the  bedrooms  attached  to  them  are 
about  8x11  feet.  Single  suites  rent  from  $140  to  $150,  and  double 
suites  from  $185  to  $225. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  distinctions  sometimes  made  in 
college  dormitories  between  the  rich  and  the  poorer  students  do 
not  obtain  here.  The  student  of  moderate  means  occupies  a 
smaller  room,  it  is  true,  and  pays  a  lower  rent.  But  his  room  will 
be  in  just  as  beautiful  a  building — may,  indeed,  be  on  the  same 
floor — as  a  room  of  almost  double  the  rent.  The  finish  and  fur¬ 
nishings  of  both  rooms  will  be  as  nearly  alike  as  the  size  will  per¬ 
mit,  and  the  occupant  of  the  larger  room  has  no  privilege,  service 
or  convenience  which  is  not  shared  by  his  neighbor  of  less  means.

COST  OF  ROOMS  PER  WEEK 

The  published  price  is  always  for  the  whole  room  for  the  col¬ 
lege  year.  In  the  case  of  a  double  room  or  suite  the  rent  per 
tenant  is  one-half  the  given  rent.  Rent  includes  heat  and  service 
in  all  rooms,  and  light  in  the  older  rooms.  In  the  newer  rooms 
rents  are  made  correspondingly  lower  and  tenants  charged  for  the 
lights  they  actually  use.  This  charge  is  usually  less  than  60  cents 
a  month  per  tenant. 

Lodgings  in  the  Dormitories  cost  about  the  same  as  in  outside 
rooms.  The  lowest  rate  per  student  in  the  Dormitories,  including 
light,  heat  and  attendance,  is  $1.41  a  week.  The  highest  rate  per 
student  is  charged  for  the  “single  suite”  (study  and  bedroom), 
which,  with  light,  costs  about  $3.85  a  week.  The  average  cost  per 
student  throughout  the  Dormitories,  counting  all  classes  of  rooms 
and  including  light,  is  about  $ 2.25  a  week  Rents  in  the  Dor¬ 
mitories  are  for  the  full  college  year,  and  rooms  may  be  thus 
occupied  for  thirty-nine  weeks.  The  average  cost  of  a  room  per 
week  in  a  boarding-house  near  the  University  is  $2.00.  There  are 
accommodations  for  87  students  in  the  Dormitories  at  $1.75  per 
week  or  less,  and  places  for  232  at  $2.15  or  under. 


ASSIGNMENT  OF  ROOMS 


Aliy  present  occupant  of  a  room  may  hold  it  by  giving  security 
and  signing,  before  a  given  date  in  the  spring,  a  lease  by  which  he 
agrees  to  take  the  room  for  another  year.  A  student  who  wishes 
to  change  his  room,  however,  or  a  student  who  is  not  in  the  Dor¬ 
mitories,  must  make  application  in  the  way  provided,  all  applica¬ 
tions  being  considered  at  one  time.  Rooms  are  assigned  by  lot. 
A  list  of  rooms  to  be  assigned  having  been  published,  students  file 
applications  on  blanks  furnished  for  the  purpose.  Each  applica¬ 
tion  contains  a  list  of  rooms  arranged  in  order  of  preference.  The 
names  of  all  applicants  having  been  put  together  in  a  box,  the 
names  are  drawn  one  at  a  time.  As  each  applicant’s  name  is 
drawn,  his  application  is  opened,  and  the  first  room  on  his  list  is 
assigned  to  him,  unless  this  is  found  to  be  already  taken,  when 
the  second  room  is  assigned  ;  or,  if  both  of  these  are  taken,  the 
third  is  assigned,  etc.  An  application  for  a  double  room  or  suite, 
when  signed  by  two  persons,  has  two  chances  in  the  allotment. 

DORMITORY  RULES 

The  University  aims  to  impose  few  restrictions  upon  Dormi¬ 
tory  residents.  There  are  rules  with  regard  to  charges  and  pay¬ 
ments,  leases  and  terms  of  occupation  of  rooms  and  damage  to 
property.  Beyond  this  the  regulation  of  the  life  in  the  Dormi¬ 
tories  is  left  in  large  measure  to  the  students  themselves.  Each 
House  elects  annually  its  representative  on  a  board  which  makes 
the  House  Rules,  dealing  with  such  questions  as  the  hours  for  visi¬ 
tors  and  for  music,  and  the  maintenance  of  order.  They  are  so 
framed  as  to  restrain  the  freedom  of  any  student  only  so  far  as 
may  be  necessary  to  provide  for  the  comfort  of  all.  There  are 
four  proctors,  appointed  by  the  University,  residing  in  the  Dormi¬ 
tories. 


TABLE  BOARD 

Occupants  of  Dormitory  rooms  may  take  their  meals  where 
they  please.  The  University  Dining  Hall,  on  the  lot  adjoining 
the  Dormitories,  furnishes  good  board  at  $4.00  a  week,  but  there 
many  houses  in  the  immediate  neighborhood  where  board  may  be 
had  from  $3.25  a  week  up.  It  is  not  safe  to  count  upon  obtaining 
good  board  at  less  than  $3.50. 


BONDS 


When  a  room  is  once  assigned  to  a  student,  he  has  the  right 
to  hold  it  through  the  college  year,  sometimes  obtaining  this  right 
six  months  before  he  actually  begins  to  occupy  the  room.  He 
thus  keeps  all  other  students  from  applying  for  the  room,  and 
deprives  the  University  of  the  opportunity  to  rent  it  to  another 
person.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  considered  only  just  that  he 
should  obligate  himself  to  pay  the  rent  and  hold  the  room  until  the 
end  of  the  college  year  or  until  another  student  takes  it.  The 
University,  therefore,  requires  him  either  to  file  with  his  applica¬ 
tion  a  bond  signed  by  two  responsible  persons,  or  to  pay  the  whole 
rent  in  advance  with  a  deposit  of  $10.00  to  cover  possible  damage. 
A  form  for  the  bond  will  be  sent  upon  application.  This  printed 
form  mentions  a  maximum  sum,  above  which  the  bondsmen  cannot 
in  any  case  be  held.  But  the  bond  also  is  so  worded  that  when  the 
rent  and  charges  are  paid  (whatever  these  may  be)  the  bond  is 
void.  The  amount  for  which  the  bondsmen  are  actually  held  is, 
therefore,  the  amount  of  the  rent  and  charges. 

FURNITURE 

The  University  supplies  in  each  room  the  main  pieces  of 
furniture,  viz.,  bed,  mattress,  bureau,  wash-stand,  book-case,  table, 
chairs  and  toilet  china.  Other  furnishings,  such  as  bed  linen, 
pillows,  towels,  etc.,  are  supplied  by  the  occupant  of  the  room. 
When  requested  to  do  so  the  University  puts  up  shades  in  windows 
and  stains  floors  at  a  price  announced  on  the  bulletin  boards. 

PAYMENTS 

Dormitory  rents  are  payable  in  two  equal  parts,  due  October 
1st  and  February  1st.  Bills  are  sent  for  rents  and  for  any  special 
charges  incurred  during  the  year.  An  addition  is  made  to  a  rent 
or  charge  not  paid  within  one  month.  Rents  and  charges  must  in 
any  case  be  paid  in  full  within  three  months  of  the  time  when  they 
fall  due.

READ  CAREFULLY 

No  application  can  be  considered  that  is  not  accompanied  by  the  required  bond  or  payment  in  advance. 

All  writing  must  be  in  ink.  The  applicant  must  specify,  if  possible,  the  numbers  of  the  rooms  he  wishes  and  the 
prices.  Or,  if  not,  the  conditions  as  regards  price,  floor,  exposure,  etc.,  that  he  wishes  fulfilled.  No  room  will  be 
assigned  which  is  not  clearly  covered  by  the  application.  Notice  of  the  assignment  of  a  room  will  be  sent  to  the 
address  given  in  the  application.  Voluntary  withdrawal  of  the  student  from  the  University  does  not  cancel  an 
assignment  once  made. 

In  assigning  a  double  or  triple  room,  preference  will  be  given  to  an  application  signed  by  two  students,  or  three 
students,  respectively,  who  will  occupy  the  room  together.  Such  an  application  will  be  given  two  (or  in  case  of  a  triple 
room,  three)  chances  in  the  allotment ;  and  any  room  drawn  will  be  assigned  to  the  applicants  together.  But  if  either 
of  the  applicants  does  not  sign  the  lease  and  complete  matriculation  by  October  1st,  or  does  not  occupy  the  room 
throughout  the  year,  the  room  may  be  re-assigned  to  other  applicants. 

A  lease  may  be  terminated  by  the  University  in  case  the  room  is  not  occupied  by  the  student  to  whom  it  was 
assigned,  or  when  one  or  more  of  the  occupants  leaves  college,  or  so  infringes  the  University  rules  that  he  is  compelled 
to  withdraw  from  the  dormitories.  No  transfers  or  exchanges  of  rooms  may  be  made  without  the  consent  of  the 
University. 

Rents  are  payable  In  two  equal  parts,  due  October  1st  and  February  1st,  respectively.  An  addition  is  made  to 
each  part  if  not  paid  within  thirty  days.
